‘in’ speading the Gospel; and my heart often 


burns within me az I hear thein secfled at hy 
men who do not know what suffering for the 
faith menus. 

‘fo pass on then to the question of methods, 
Are they right who say that’ the methods of the 
modorn missionaries are unsound? No ono 
would of course argne that no mistakes are 
made. The work of missions is carried on by 
weak and fallible men; and in any human work 
mistakes aro sure to occur, In tho affairs of 
tate, in. the conduct of. military operations, 
in all worldly mattors mistakes’ aro made; nud 
wo have no reason to-suppose that missionary 
operations will be carried on without any errors. 
Morvover the fleld of oporations is wide, and the 
circumstances of diferent missions diffor so 
greatly that: theré is‘always much- room for 
variety of method, and consequently also much 
room for criticism.. It is not wuttlaral, there- 
fore, that those who ato engaged ‘in the work, 
who have made it their special, s‘udy, should 


i think somewhat lightly of the criticisms of 


those who réally knowncthimg or next to nothing 
of ity nature ond its difficulties. At the same 
time it - would not::be wise to ignore 
tho opinions of those who’ criticize, not frome 
apirit of of carping hostility, but with friofdly : no 
tives, though. sometimes crroneons impréssions. 
Such “criticisms ‘are made, aud those who sre 
responsible for the conduct of missions are 
glad enough’ to” receive. and coniider them. 
One .or two of such criticisms I proposo to 
notice this ‘morning, because I believe that by 
so doing T may! be ablo to romove false impres- 
sions from the minds of some. Missionaries 
are often blamed for attacking the' harmloss 
institutions of the people to. whom thay. prench. 
Of late, for: instance,. the folly af declaiming 
ayainst ancestral worship in China has’ been 
frequently nddaced ‘as common mistake of 
yissionaries, . The mistake, I think, is entirely 
onthe side’ of those-who think.that. this ia done. 
‘Missionaries, ‘whothor European: or Native; do 
not go about declaiming ‘against ancestral wor- 
ship. It is a subject which so far.as, my own. 
experience goos—and I have had u sride experi. 
encefof evangeliatic preaching i in company: with 
many, missionaries of various shades of opinion 
—$s never introduced by a Christium preacher. 
Thet is not his work. His work is to proclaim 
tho facts of the Gospel; and fo try to commend 
his prenohing te the minds of the people...
